EPISCOPAL,
It will be remembered that letters from
elght bishops have been published in Eplscopal
mpers on the subject of the revislon of lhc-
‘rayer Book; all of them admittiog that the
Prayer Book needed revision, but lnsisting that
this was not the time for it. One other letter
was not printed, for the reason, as was said, that
it was too long. It Is now statzd that It was
suppressed because it took grounds in favor of
immediate revision, and g0 it was not sulted to
the purpose of those who wished to discourage
the movement for the Chicago Evangelieal Con-
ference, by showing that all the evangelical
bishops were opposed to its object,

—Rev. Mr. Cheney, of Chiengo, says he Is not
going out of the Eplscopal Church, and no man
can put liim out, Bishop Whiteliouse scems de-
termined, at least, to put him out ol his office as
one of its presbyters.  His trial I3 announced to
begin this month, in the Bishop's cathedral
chureh.

—A New York Conference of Evangelieal
R]-Im-nllmlhuu has appointed a committee for
the revision of the Prayer Book, of which Dr.
Thrall is secretary. Different portlons have
been nssigned to prominent churchmen.

—The Church Review speaks of the Lord's
Day us the “Feast of the Resurrection.” In o
bitter attack on the efforts to send the Bible to
Spain, and to introdoce Protestant worship, the
same Churoh perlodical snys:—

“In Spain, Protestantism has not the advan-
tage of a :chgluns revolution, or of a reaction
from abuses and personal oppression. It s mot
called in to destroy, and construction is not its
forte. Its only chance, at the best, 18 to make o
ruin first, and then strive to benefit by com-
parison, But in Spain It has to begln just
where it 1s ending everywhere else, With what
face cana system which bhas made Germany
infidel offer to build up o new Christianity 4n
Spain?™

Of course it Is entirely consistent In & journal
which is trylng to banish the Gospel from Eng-
land to prevent s entmnce Into  Spain.
Nelther attempt appears to be successful.—Epis-
copalian.

—The Convention of the Evangelical Eplsco-
alinns in Chicago met June 16, Of the two
wndred delegates the majority were laymen.
(The Hartford Chuwrchman says “ladies,” and
gives the whole number of delogates as twenty
ministers and seventeen Inymen). The meeting
passed resolutions reafirming the protest against
un-Irotestant dogmas, which most of them had
slgned, and pledging themselves to maintain the
doctrines of the Church In their purity. The
question of the revision of the Prayer-Book was
iscussed, and resolutions In its favor adopted.
